To Celebrate Jubilee 
At Calgary—July 8th 
Mounted [Police Veterans | Celebrate 
Diamond Jubilee at Calgary 
1875—1935 


(By J. N., Calgary) — 

It was sixty years ago this yéar 
that the first troop of the N.W.M. 
Police arrived at the banks of the 
Bow River where the Elbow River 
discharges into it.. The records do 
not show just how many were in that 
body but it was under the command 
of Insp. Brisbois and Sub.-Insp. Cecil 
Denny. They had started from -Mac- 
leod with the intention of locating a 
fort at a suitable spot on the 
River but through-an error they must 
have crossed that river and got to 

. the Red Deer River before the mis- 

take was discovered. They, turned 
south again until the river was 
reached from the North Hill. To 
-yoss the river it was found necessary 
to lash tarpaulins around the wagon 
boxes and float them across. Mr. G 
Cc. King, the retired postmaster at 
Calgary, is credited with being the 
first policeman to land on the site of 
Calgary. He jumped ashore with a 
rope to make fast the floating wagon 
box. Many buffalos were to be seen 
and a lone tent was to be observed 
in the distance. This turned out to 
be Father Doucet, a Roman Catholic 
priest who was making his way south 
and hoping to evade the war-like 
Blackfeet. One can imagine his joy 
at meeting the policemen. This was 
the year 1875. It was not long be- 
fore a fort was built.on the banks of 
the two rivers. The I. G. Baker Co. 
of Benton, Montana, were employed 
to haul the supplies to the new site 
and assist in building the fort. This 
company decided to open a store of 
their own and it was not long before 
some of the policemen took their dis- 
charges as their time expired. These 
in their turn opened businesses of 
This town progressed so 
well that by 1885 it was incorporated 
and an exhibition board was formed 
and, functioned that year. 

It was for the purpose of celebrat- 
ing these two events that the City 
of Calgary and Exhibition and Stam- 
. pede Ltd. have invited all ex-mem- 
bers of this famous Force to attend 
a re-union at ‘Calgary. 

This is to be no picayune affair. In 
the first place the Calgary: Herald 
has kindly permitted the veterans .to 
use their old office in the Southam 
Bldg. to be converted into their head- 
quarters and beds will be furnished 
for the use of. those veterans who 
prefer to sleep there and recall the 
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old ‘barrack-rooms of years gone by. 
The only difference will be that there 
will be a modern building and no log 
shanties. The ‘beds will not be made 
of poles. ; sa 

The Jubileery and Stamipede will 
start on the morning of July 8 and 
last all the week. On Monday morn- 
ing will be a mammoth parade in 
whieh every ex-member of the Force 
is invited to take part. The Hudson’s 
Bay Co. has consented to put in a 
suitable float for the veterans, Trans- 
portation will be furnished the vet- 
erans in the parade on account of 
their advanced age. Entertainment 
twill ‘be provided for them during the 
week. The Exhibition Board will’ 
permit all veterans of the Force to 
Enter the grounds free and seats 
will be set apart in the grandstand 
for their use, Attempts are being 
made to have special railroad fares 
for ex-members of the Force; but 
Ha ig definite has been arranged 
yet. 

The Stampede is to ‘be opened by 
Major General Sir J. H. MacBrien, 
Commissioner of the R.:C.M. Police 
and a musical ride, similar to that 
shown at New York last year, will 
be presented. Altogether this will be 
Mounted Police Week.

“Wild Oats and Rotation 


Possibly the first weed of impor- 
tance in the grain fields of the prair- 
ies is wild oats, and it is pointed out 
that the usual practice of summer- 
fallow for the reduction of this weed 
is at best only a short-lived remedy, 
because the land will very soon be- 
come reinfested if continuous grain 
crops are grown. . To kill wild oats 
in grain farming, the weed must be 
grown out, or a method of rotations 
adopted where hay is down only for 
a@ year or two, This being done on a 
number of the Illustration Stations 
of the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture on the prairies. The three- 
year rotation of. wheat, barley, sweet 
clover hay, and the four-year rota- 
tion of’ fallow, wheat, barley, sweet 
clover hay and coarse grain at Rob- 
lin, North-west Manitoba, have in six 
years (1928-33) brought about a re- 
duction of 60 per cent in wild oats 
infestation over the whole rotation 
area. The special three-year rotation 
of wheat, sixty-day oat sheaves, and 
sweet clover hay at Pelly, .North- 
eastern Saskatchewan, has reduced 
wild oats at 70 per cent in the five 
years from 1929 to 1933. At Gun- 
ton, Dugald and Petersfield, Eastern 
Manitoba, at Plumas, Central Mani- 
toba, and at Dauphin, North-western 
Manitoba, the six-year rotation (fal- 
low, wheat, hay, hay or pasture; and 
break, wheat, coarse grain) has 
through its crop sequences including 
two years grass followed by two 
years grain greatly reduced wild 
oats.

Science Produces Crystals Which 
Have Strong Potency 

A new vtiamin pain killer, pure 
vitamin “B’” made into crystals 
which give wholesale relief from 
neuritis, was announced to the joint 
convention of the Canadian and 
American Medical Association at At- 
lantic City. 

These crystals are a recent new 

product of science and so potent that 
one the size of a pinhead is equal to 
100 cakes of yeast in vitamin “B”: 
effect. 
- A pinhead or less, per day is the 
dose of this pure vitamin which 
cured or relieved 90 per cent. out of 
100 cases of neuritis, the first human 
beings to receive this new vitamin 
treatment. 

The same tiny dose of pure vita- 
min also improved’ some cases of | 
human diabetes, i 

The vitamin exhibit was made by 
M. G. Vorhaus, M.D., who did the 
medical work; R. R. Williams of | 
Columbia University, who produced | 
the pure crystalline vitamin; and R.

Little Journeys In Science 


BROMINE 
(By Gordon ‘A. Guest, M.A.) 


Bromine was discovered. about a 
century ago by the French scientist’ 
Ballard, The element occurs in na- 
ture as bromides, chiefly as magne- 
sium bromide and sodium bromide, 
which are found in many springs and 
salt desposits. The Stassfurt de- 
posits in Germany. and the salt 
waters of Michigan and Ohio are 
richest in bromides. Sea water also 
contains small amounts -of bromides. 

Bromide is prepared commercially 
by the electrolysis of a solution of a 
bromide or by treating solutions of 
bromides with the more: active ele- 


‘ment chlorine. 


In recent years the demand for 
bromide has greatly increased, due to 


its use:in the preparation of a com- 


pound called ethylene bromide. This 
compound is a constituent of ethyl 
gasoline. An effort is being made at 
the present time by scientists to ob- 
tain additional supplies of bromine 
from the bromides in sea water. Sea 
water contains ahout seventy parts 
of bromide in a million of water, 
which means that about 2,000 gal- 
lons of the water must be treated to: - 
secure a pound of bromine. To re- 

cover bromine from sea-water, a ship 

was equipped capable of recovering 

100,000 pounds of the element per 

month. It has been reported that the 

trial trip of this. vessel was quite 

successful, and as a result of this — 
rather large size experiment a plant 

+has been built on the Atlantic coast 

for the extraction of bromine from 

the ocean. The success of this ven- 

ture has suggested the possibility of 

extracting gold from sea water in a 

similar way. 

Bromine is: a dark-red fuming 
liquid with a very disagreeable odor. 
Bromine vapor attacks the eyes very 
painfully and -produces great irrita- 
tion when inhaled. It is about three 
times as heavy as water and is 
moderately soluble in water. : 

Bromides are’ compounds produced 
when bromine combines with other 
elements. Thosé of potassium and 
sodium are used in medicine as 
sedatives and in the preparation of 
silver bromide, which is used exten- 
sively in photography as the sensi- 
tive material on the plate. . Bromine 
is also used in the prepaartion of. im- 
portant dyes. Considerable quanti- 
ties of bromine are used in the 
manufacture of tear-gases, or lach- 
rymators.

STATISTICS. 


Health Service of the Canadian Med- 
ical Association and Life Insurance

The criticisms: which are heaped 
upon statistics should be directed at 
those who attempt to interpret the 
statistics rather than at the statis- 
tics themselves, After all, ‘statistics 
are merely a record of facts express- 
ed in the form:of figures. Facts are 
facts, but the interpretation of facts 
may be faulty. 


Many people are interested in, blood 
pressure. For one thing, they want 
to know what is the normal rate, 


thing as a normal blood pressure. 
Statistics give us the average pres- 
sures of persons who are apparently 
normal. Individually, we are not 
average persons, and we may still be 
normal even if we do not conform to 
the statistical average. 


It is only some fifty years ago that 
a practical apparatus was devised 
whereby physicians could. measure 
the ‘hlood pressure. The use of the 
sphygmomanometer is now a regular 
part of the examination. It is one of 
the most useful aids which the phy- 
sician has at his command. 


The blood must be under pressure 
in order that it may circulate. The 
pressure depends upon the heart, the 
blood vessels, the blood itself and the 
condition of the organs through 
which the blood passes, Not. only 
may the ‘blood pressure be affected 


| by changes in all or any one of these, 


but it is ‘also influenced by the emo- 
tions, 

In certain cases, increased blood 
pressure, or hypertension, is found to 
exist without any apparent cause, The 
person himself is unaware of it, and 
it is fortunate for him if it is detect- 
ed at a periodic health examination 
before any harm has resulted. 

Such hypertension is known as an 
essential ‘hypertension. It occurs most 
commonly among those who live a 
strenuous or worrying and energetic 
life, taking no time for relaxation. 
Statistics show that men who are 
above the average weight are fre- 
quently victims. 

Prevention lies not in drugs, but in 
good health habits. Avoid over-eat- 
ing: and so. avoid over-weight. Eat in 
moderation of a wide variety of foods, 
making syre to include milk, green 
vegetables and fresh fruits in the di- 
et. Moderate exercise at something 
which is enjoyed provides a part of 
the relaxation—physical and mental 
—which is required by all, Sufficient 
sleep is essential, All of this may be 
summed up by saying—live a reason- 
able, hygienic..life, forget statistics 
and so control your blood pressure.

Mr, Spencer: The suggestion has 
been. made today, and it was made 
last week by some members of the 
official opposition, that the govern- 
ment should do away with machinery, 
that they should let the m&chinery 
rot or rust and keep more people at 
work by giving them picks and shov- 
els. In my opinion to adopt such a 
suggestion would be simply to turn 
back the hands of the clock, To be 
logical, why not go a little , further; 
why not take away the picks and shov- 
els and give the men trowels, or even 
teaspoons? Then everyone would be 
kept busy. Surely we _ should ap- 
proach this question in a different 
manner. In giving work we want to 
produce goods or those advantages 
for which the people are looking. If 
we have too many people idle today 
may I suggest that we could very 
soon get rid of a great many of them 
iby reducing the age at which they 
would become. eligible for old .age 
pension to sixty years, If that were 
done two hundred thousand people 
would be taken off the labour mar- 
ket. Today we have no less than 
eighty thousand people over the age 
of seventy years who are still work- 
ing. If full advantage were taken 
of the old age pensions, therefore, a 
a very large number would be taken 
off the labor market. 

Surely today we must realize that 
we should enslave the machine to 
mankind. rather than turn it the other 
way round, as has been suggested, 
and enslave mankind to the* machine. 
I strenuously object to turning the 
hands of the clock backwards. I am 
in favor of using machines to the lim- 
it, so long ad we see that the people 
have sufficient purchasing power with 
which to buy the things that are pro- 
duced, :

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A Public Bond Is Money 


---and 


(From the Viking News) 


The economic system of Canada 
exists for the sole purpose of produc- 
ing, distributing and exchanging ma- 
terial’ goods that will provide food, 
clothing, shelter and luxuries for ev- 
ery individual in our country. But, 
while we have abundance of goods on 
every hand and great facilities to 
produce all that we can make use of, 
this system of ours has broken down 
and we are not allowed even to pro- 
duce goods that we -greatly need. 
What is the matter? Let us examine 
the ‘system carefully’ and fairly and 
see what is wrong with it and we can 
the better judge what reforms are 
necessary. We know that the break- 
down has been caused by the wrong 
use of money, but how? 

What Is Money? 

The foremost economic authorities 
agree that money is anything that 
gives the holder of it purchasing puw- 
er and which is readily accepted by 
others in exchange for goods or ser- 
vices without-regard ‘to the credit of 
the holder. Or it may be put in an- 
other way. Money, no matter what 
form it is in, is aeticket or order back- 
ed by the laws of the country, which 
permits the holder of it to obtain 
goods or services from others by 
parting with the money. 

In Canada there, are several forms 
of money, any one of which gives the 
holder of it purchasing power backed 
by law. ; 

1. Gold. <A gold dollar contains 
23.22 grains of gold. 

2. A legal tender dollar; (a) cer- 
tain coins of bronze or silver or nick- 
le, (b) Dominion notes, (c) Bank of 
Canada notes, It takes about $1.70 
of legal tender dollars to equal a gold 
dollar at the present time. _ 

8. Bank notes. 

4, Cheques or deposits in panks. 

5. Public bonds. : 

Bank notes, cheques and public 
bonds are expressed in legal tender 
dollars. ; 

You own a: Dominion bond. You 
have purchasing power in it as you 
can exchange it at any time for goods 


lor services from others without re- 


gard to -your own credit. It is a 
negotiable order from the Dominion 
Govt, that insures any holder of it 
purchasing power to the value of the 
bond. Likewise a provincial bond, a 
municipal bond or debenture, a school 
bond or any other public bond or de-. 
benture gives purchasing power to 
any holder of one of them. 

A public -bond is different from a 
commercial stock or ‘bond. ‘The latter 
represents a share in some specific 
capital goods. If the goods ibecome 
valueless so does the stock or bond. 
But a public bond represents a claim 
on the productive. resources of the 
community. A Dominion bond and a 
Dominion Note have identically the 
same security behind each of them. 
A holder of a Domjnion bond has the 
same purchasing power as if he held 
its equivalent in Dominion notes. A 
holder : of a commercial bond has 
trading power the same as he has in 
owning any goods. But the holder 
of a public bond has purchasing pow- 
er in the ‘bond itself with which he 
can obtain goods. 

There are over eight thousand govern- 
ing ‘bodies in Canada with legal power 
to create money (purchasing power) 
in the form of a public bond. Besides 
the Federal and Provincial govern- 
ments there’ are municipal councils, 
school boards, hospital boards, drain- 
age districts, ect. When one of these 
governing bodies: needs money that 
it cannot get at the time for taxes it 
creates the money in the form of a 
bond and exchanges the bond money 
for some other form of money, gener-

ally bank deposits. The public bond is 
issued on the credit of some com- 
munity comprising either the whole 
or some part of Canada. Legal tend- 
er money is issued on the credit 0 
the whole of Canada. A holder of 
either legal tender money. or public 
bond has purchasing power and_noth- 
ing else. He can obtain goods or 
services from others in exchange for 
either, 

The eight thousand or more govern- 
ing ‘bodies in ‘Canada have issued and 
have now outstanding approximately 
a total of $7,000,000,000 of bonds and 
debentures. This amount has been 
growing at an average rate of $300,- 
000,000 a year for the past twenty 
years. The rate of growth now is 
about $400,000,000 per year. 

Who Holds These Bonds and 
Debentures? 

The bulk of them are held by less 
than.15% of the families of Canada 
either directly or through corporat- 
ions. The rest are scattered among 
another 5%of families, While 80% 
of the families do: not hold any what- 
ever. That is, one-fifth of all the 
families have accumulated or hoarded 
seven billion dollars of purchasing 
power. besides all the property, food, 
clothing and luxuries that they algo 
own. This purchasing power is a 
claim against the other four-fifths 
for further food, clothing, shelter and 
luxuries besides services. And _ this 
immense amount of purchasing power 
held by a few rich families is being 
added to at the rate of $400,000,000 a 
year mostly through interest on what 
they lsearly have, while double the 
number of families. are existing on 
what we are pleased to call relief 
money. 

Where Does This Purchasing Power 
Come From? 

Where does the money come from 
to buy these bonds and debentures? 
In my analysis of the economic sys- 
tem and in other articles that have 
appeared in the Viking News it has 
‘been shown .in detail how money is 
continually being drawn out of cir- 
culation by these rich families and 
that causes a shortage of purchasing 
power for ‘the other 80% of the pop- 
ulation who cannot then buy all the 
goods produced. This in turn causes 
the piling up of goods in the market, 
unemployment and relief, It is new 
money which is created in the public 
‘bonds themselves and which keeps re- 
placing the money that is continually 
being withdrawn from circulation that 
supplies the necessary purchasing 
power to buy each new issue of bonds. 
This method of creating new money is 
entirely uncontrolled and until it is 

reformed and the control placed in 
| the hands of a central authority there 
can be no prosperity., : 

In my plan for “Refunding of all 
Public Bonds” ‘by means of one-year- 
after-demand treasury notes I have 
outlined what I believe to be the best 
and easiest way to ‘bring about the 
necessary reform. 

At the same time these treasury 
notes opens a most reasonable way to 
introduce a Social Security plan for 
Canada, This security is effected by 
the Federal Government advancing a 

| stake: 

1. Up to fifty dollars per month to 
every man, and woman over 60 years 
of age,’ upon retiring from business, 
whose annual income, including the 
advance, does not exceed twelve hun- 
dred dollars. ae 

2. Up to twenty-five dollars per 
month to every man and woman be- 
tween the ages of twenty-one and 
sixty, whose annual, income, including 
the advance, does not exceed eight 
hundred dollars.

Survey of Crops and Live Stock 
Editor, Irma Times. 
Dear Sir: yey 

‘In June of each year, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, in co-operation 
with the Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture, distributes cardboard 
schedules to farmers for the purpose 
of collecting statistics of acreages. 
under crop and the numbers of live 
stock and poultry on farms. An in- 
novation of 1931 extended this sur- 
vey to cover the breeding and mar- 
keting intentions with regard to live 
stock. In all of the provinces, except 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
Alberta and British Columbia, these 
schedules are distributed to the farm- 
ers through the rural school teachers. 
In these four provinces, the cards are- 
mailed direct to the farmers. 


The acreages of field crops, in par- 
ticular, are the real foundation of our- 


scheme of agricultural production. . - 


‘statistics. Only slightly less impor- 
tant in our national planning is the 
necessity of having correct knowledge 
of the numbers of live stock on farms, 
The accuracy of our compilations in: 
both these classes is largely depend- 
ent upon the obtaining of completed: 
cards from a fair sample of the total 
number of Canadian farms. 

We would appreciate any publicity 
efforts in which you may be able to 
emphasize the value of these surveys 
and the importance of a sufficient re- 
sponse by the rural population.
